Executive Board Meeting 8 July 1986 Paul Lukas, N6DMY 


President Chris Wachs opened the meeting and announced 
that the Club will neeed to find a new Field Day Chairman 
and an Emergency Communications Coordinator as Vale 
Jensen is leaving TRW and already has committments for 
the Field Day weekend next year. A Japanese Ham 
satellite, JAS-1, is to be launched the end of July or 
beginning of August. Chris will attempt to have the 
launch on the repeater as it will be carried on HF direct 
from Japan. The OSCAR 10 failure is still being worked 
and there is a good chance for restoration of limited 
service. Vice President Scott Gilmartin announced that 
the next speaker will be ARRL Los Angeles Section Manager 
Bob Poole, AJ6F. Scott also said that he would have Dale 
Jensen as speaker for the August meeting and that he was 
working out arrangements for Dick LaBelle, W6FXN at a 
future meeting. The minutes of the last Executive Board 
Meeting were approved as printed in the Crosstalk. 
Discussion of the budget followed. A few different 
possible solutions were worked out by Treasurer Dave 
Stockwell beforehand and Plan B with the following 
changes by Paul Herbert was accepted: 1) Eliminate income 
jtem I-10 and any income would be incorporated in income 
item I-7; 2) payment for the “Porta-Potty" (past and 
present) will be take out of expense iten E-7 and put 
into expense item E-10 which will be renamed “Swapmeet 
Expenses." The proposal was unanimously accepted by the 
board members present. Jim Wike reported that he 
collected $6.60 in donations at the last picnic, Next 
picnic - July 14th. An antenna party is planned for 
Saturday July 12 at 0900 by Bob Hume, Bill Dews reported 
that the Club now has 209 members. Mel Erb sent a 
message that he has started receiving QSL cards from the 
VHF Contest. Frank Cartier gave an account of the last 
Swapmeet. About 3/4ths of the regular attendees showed 
up ~ apparently the word did not yet to everyone that the 
Swapmeet was moved up one week.

Repeater News dim Cox, K7JAd 


Because of the number of new users of the W6TRW two meter 
repeater (and some of the old users whose memories are 
fading fast) some information on repeater history and 
operation is in order. 

First of all, several years ago the 145.32 MHz frequency 
was occupied by the W6NWP repeater (operated by the 
Garrett AirReasearch club) and the WD6APP repeater in San 


Diego (originally at Point Loma). The frequency 
coordination by the Two Meter Spectrum Management 
Association (TASMA) was worked out through several 


meetings between representatives of the two repeaters. 
Qne of the areas of initial concern was the possibility 
of interference caused by some stations getting into both 
repeaters at the same time, This was addressed by 
Charlie, W6NWP when he provided a "PL Decoder” or Anti-PL 
circuit for use by the San Diego group, then instructed 
the users of the Torrance machine to use the 2A-PL. 
According to the archives, it was some considerable time 
after that, that a group from the TRW Amateur Radio Club 
appeared at a TASMA meeting to ask for an available 
channel upon which to install a two meter repeater. When 
the JASMA secretary informed K6HPD and his delegation 
that there were no more frequencies available in the area 
for two meter repeaters, Charlie and the Garrett group 
who were in attendance, offered to share their 
coordinated frequency with the TRW Club, A new repeater 
was purchased for the TRW Club and it was chosen to be as 
much a possible like the machine already in use in 
Torrance. Initially the two repeaters were nearly 
identical, even to the duplexer and antenna types. 

Over the past several years, changes have been made to 
both machines which have lessened the external similari- 
ties. The TRW machine has had several antenna changes, 
and because of interference from a co-located land mobile 
transmitter, has had a cavity notch filter added to the 
receiver, then a preamp adaed to compensate for the 
filter insertion loss. Because of desiyn improvements in 
DIMF decoder circuits, both repeaters have had their DTMF 
decoder circuits (used for control) replaced. Control 
tone muting has been added to both machines, and a cour- 
tesy reset tone has been added to the TRW machine, The 
W6TRW repeater, while connected to an emergency AC stand- 
by generator for some time, has recently received a back- 
up battery to complete the emergency power capability. 
Some improvements are “in the works" for both repeaters 
in the future, not including the input ignition noise 
filter offered by one disgruntled user. 

For several years now, and in spite of occasional serious 
"ducting" problems caused by thermal inversion, and some 
equipment malfunctions at each of the three repeaters, 
for the most part all have continued to operate smoothly, 
with true harmony and a spirit of cooperation between the 
three clubs involved,
